(d) All rights of action on account of past, present, and future unauthorized 
use of any of said patents, inventions and for infringement of said patents, inventions, and like 
protection; 

(e) The right to file and prosecute applications for said patents, or for similar 
intellectual property in the United States or any other country or place anywhere in the world.
